on Meat Bill—One-sided Reciprocity 


With the United States Will not 
Work. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT! 
BERLIN, March 21.—{Special Cable 


Letter. Copyright, 1900.) The various 
legisiative bodies here have now ad- 
journed until the end of April. From 
the discussions before the lHeichstag 
Budget Committee, it. is plain that 
the government does not deem It likely 
that the special taxes will cover the 
expense of the fleet. 

The Lex Heinze will probably not 
be again taken up, but will be allowed 
to fall into oblivion. 

Compromise negotiations are con- 
stantiy occurring about the Meat Bill 
between the government and the Agra- 
rians. The government believes the 
negotiations will end successfully, the 
Agrarians dropping their demands for 
the exclusion of sausages and canned 
goods. The Agrarian Council, how- 
ever, has just passed a resolution to 
reject such a compromise. 


A bill has reached the Reichstag 
against the spread of epidemics, those 
mentioned being the pest, smallpox, 


cholera, typhoid and yellow fever. 

In view of the publication here of 
several special dispatches saying Ger- 
many has appointed delegates to a 
commission which President McKinley 
recommended to adjust the economic 
differences between Germany and the 
I'nited States, inquiries were made by 
the correspondent of the Associated 
Press. The Foreign Office officials said 
they knew nothing about the appoint- 
ment of delegates and United States 
Embassac or White aaid the same. The 
Foreign (Office, in addition, pointed out 
that in any case the difficulties against 
accomplishing the objects mentioned 
originated in America and not In Ger- 
Ynany. 

Germany, after giving a satisfactory 
reply to the United States’ request for 
the maintenance of the open door policy 
in China, thus showing her good wll 
towards the United States, has several 
times broached the subject of America 
reciprocating by granting similar con- 
cession In trade with the Philippines.

NEEDHAM'S BILL. 
MORE OPPOSITION SHOWING UP. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, March %1.—{Exciu- 
sive Dispatch .] More opposition to Rep- 
resentative Needham’'s bill, creating 
two divisions out of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Judicial District, got here today. 
They came by wire from around Los 
Angeles, and were addressed to pretty 
nearly every member of the California 
delegation. On the other hand, Mr. 
Needham ia chuckling, because the peo- 
ple of his district, and especially Fresno 
folks, wired him congratulations, be- 
cause he eucceeded in getting the bill 

through the House. 

There are one or two certain facts 
about this case. In the first place, the 
bill cannot go through the Senate in 
its present form. The bill is too loosely 
drawn for that. The Senate Judiciary 
Committee will certainly put it into 
better shape and eliminate the objec- 
tionable features before favorably re- 
porting upon it.

SEIZED PAINTING. 


GENERAL APPRAISER HOWELL 
4NNOUNCES HIS DECISION. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, March 31.—General 
Appraiser Howell has announced his 
decision in the matter of the painting, 
“The Holy Family,” a Rubens, which 
was sent to this country and 
entered at a value of £.132,000. It had 
been sold at public auction in London 
at a considerably higher figure, and 
the customs authorities stopped it and 
held it for a reappraisal. 

General Appraiser Howell advanced 
the valution to £.198,000, making the 
duty 20 per cent., something in the 
neighborhood of $1000. According to 
the law. however, there ig an in- 
flexible penalty attached to the goods 
which are imported under a low valua- 
tion, and the penaity in the case of 
the painting amountsto $19,000, mak- 
ing the entire amount which must be 
paid before the painting will be de- 
livered, about $26,000.

cided by litigation In the courts, both 
the Earl Fruit Company and Westfall 
Bros. & Co. claiming the money that 
resulted from a forced sale at St. Louls. 

“I think.” said Mr. Westfall. “that 
Mr. Eari had no other way to discover 
the position of thie car than through 
the records kept in the office of the 
Continental Fruit Express. The other 
creditors had no chance to attach the 
car, while he, through his position at 
the head of the ex company, 
could protect the interests of the Ear!

AFTERNOON SESSION. 
EARL GIVES HIS TESTIMONY. 
nental Fruit Express and of the Earl 
Fruit Company, occupied the witness 
stand all of the afternoon. Mr. Earl 
consumed about two hours in rehears- 
ing the history of his fruit business 
in Southern California, and explaining 
to the commission the workings of his 
patent ventilator and refrigerator car. 
The members of the commission appar- 
ently became somewhat bored at parts 
of the testimony, and ex their 
displeasure once or twice quite point- 
edly. When the lawyers had finished 
their examination of Mr. Earl, Com- 
missioner Clements took charge of the 
witness and gave him a very uncom- 
fortable half hour. Mr. Clements has a 
facuity of going directly to the point 
and he put Mr. Earl on the rack in 

short order yesterday. 

Mr. Earl was called to the stand by 
the complainants when the commission 
reconvened at 2 o'clock. In answer to 
questions, he stated that he was the 
president of both the Earl Fruit Com- 
pany and the Continental Fruit Ex- 
press; that he owned 90 per cent. of the 
stock in the express company and 
about 45 per cent. of the stock of the 
frult-packing company. At one time 
he had owned 90 per cent. of the Ear! 
Fruit Company's stock, and had held 
a majority until the spring of 1599. 

At the time the contracts with the 
railroads were made, Mr. Earl testi- 
fied he controlled about fifteen hun- 
dred cars, 1100 of which were built 
under to a trust and the 
remaining leased. He stated that 
he had no special contract with the 
main line of the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé from Albuquerque to Chi- 
cago; his contracts were with the ini- 
tial lines in Southern California. 

About five hundred cars, he said, 
had been bullt since the contract was 
made, but this was not done with any 
assurance that the railroads would 
operate them. The cars were used all 
over the United States by the various 
railroads on a mileage basis. The or- 
ange shipment from Southern Califor- 
nia, he said, was but an incident in Jhe 
business of the Continental Fruit Fx- 
press, which had n incorporated 
in 1892 under the laws of Illinois. The 
Earl Fruit Company had been incor- 
peveses under the laws of California 
nm 18387. 


Mr. Earl is comparatively a young 
man, being but 41 years old. He tes- 
tified yesterday that he had been 
raised on a fruit ranch and began 
shipping to the eastern market in 1876. 
He now had several hundred thousand 
dollars invested in orchard property 
throughout the State. and controlled 
the Earl Fruit Company, and the Con- 
tinental Fruit Express, in which about 
31.500,000 wes invested. 

In reply to queries, Mr. Earl traced 
the course of the citrus-fruit industry 
in Soufhern California, and told how, 
in the early days, the facilities for the 
shipment of oranges were very poor, 
much fruit spoiled in transit, and 
there was much loss to the shipper 
of improper ventilation and

He wae questioned as to the size of 
cars, and stated that in 1896 the mini- 
mum carioad was 20,000 pounds, while 
now the minimum was 26,000, nominally, 
and 28,000 pounds, actually. The re- 
frigerator charges to Chicago had for- 
merly been $75, and to eastern points 


much less mileage. 

Several tariff sheets and echedules of 
refrigerator charges were introduced 
in evidence at this point, 
wherein a diecrimination had 
made in favor of Los Angelesand other 
Southern California points in the mat- 
ter of refrigerator rates. 

He stated that the Continental Fruit 
Express Company had employés at the 
icing stations on the Ogden, the Albu- 
querque and the El Paso routes, and 
that they were employed the year 
round on a salary. ir duty wae to 
report to the head office when the cars 
arrived, when they left, how many 
were east-bound and how many were 
coming to the west coast. They had 
little to do with the ventilated cars, ex- 
cept to follow the wishes of the ehip- 
per, as expressed to the initial rail- 
road. The total refrigeration charge 
per car to Chicago was $59.50 the 
Ogden route; by the Santa Fé, 13, 
and by the El Paso route, $67.25. For- 
reerly the express company got three- 
fourths of a cent mileage both ways; 
under the last contract, the express 
company waived the right to the west. 
bound mileage. 

The president of both the shipping 
and the packing company, went at 
great length into the details of the 
frult-shipping ness, and the com- 
missioners at last became very much 
wearted with the long recital. 

“Hasn't this developed into an 
argument, instead of a recital of 
facts?” asked Commissioner Clements, 
somewhat curtly. 

Mr. Baril for a time thereafter con- 
fined himself more closely to matters 
bearing directly on the investigation. 
He said that the Earl Fruit Company 
did not get any information that could 
be used to its special advantage from 
the rallroads, or from the Continental 
Fruit Express Company. He then 
went at length into the minytae of the 
information furnished to the express 
company, and said that none of this, 
meager as it appeared from his recital, 
could reach the Earl Fruit Company.

The contention is that the officers of 
La Bourgogne were themselves blame- 
leas for the collision with the Croman- 
thyehire, and that there is no just 
cause for action. If there were, how- 
ever, it is contended, the Hability of 
the company is limited to the value 
of the ship, and her freight, which 
were lost. 

Judge Addison Brown signed injunc- 
tione against the suits pending and 
granted the relief asked for.
